
SALVABLE WINS AGAIN. 



Pat Danne’s staks faoree Solvable, by Salva- 
tor — Lydia, conqueror of the mighty Ornament, 
performed at Lakeside Wednesday, and at the 
tempting price of 6 to 5 beat Qreat Bend, Jimp 
and Plantain. 

Salvable has been a cripple for some time 
and on several occasions has been reported as 
totally broken down. This was nndonbtedly 
the reason why be was at snch a price, consid- 
ering the ordinary borsea he was pitted against. 
Those who saw the handsome horse warm np, 
however, were convinced that there was no 
danger of bis going amiss in the race that ha 
was carded to go in and therefore profited 
greatly at the expense of the betting ring. 
Salvable never looked better in his life before 
and in his praliminary it was almost impossible 
for the boy who rode him to keep him (rom run- 
ning away, However, ths bookmakers paid no 
attention to this, and in the opening qnotations 
offered 7 to 5 against what looked to be a natural 
1 to 3 chance. The price was so long that it 
frightened the public in generai, but the wiser 
ones backed Salvable down a point. Conley 
was np, and be rode one of bis fat-headed races, 
but despite this the horse won rather easily. 

Conley was on the extreme outside at the 
post and when be broke he cut directly across 
the track and, although there were only three 
other horses in the race, be succeeded in get- 
ting into a bad jam on the first turn. This 
caused him to puli np and race art nod his field. 
All this time Great Bead bad clear sailing and 
down the back stretch be was running under a 
steady pull several lengths in front. Conley 
hustled Salvable along at a killing pace to 
overhaul Great Bend and whan the stretch 
was reached the pair were on equal 
terms. Here Conley resorted to questionable 
tactics and crowde 1 Great Bend from the center 
of the track to the extreme inside. Of course 
this dil Great Bend no especial good, as he is a 
big, long-striding fellow, and below the furlong 
post he gave it up. From this point home 
Halvable bad everything bis own way. For 
some unknown reason. Mason, who r< de Great 
Bend, made no claim of foul agiinst Conley 
and the judges let the race go as the bor.es fin- 
ished, but fined Conley |50 for f jul riding. 

Albert Simoni has an excaetioaally useful 
colt for rainy weathei in Florin*'! II. This 
horse was at3 to 1 in ths fifth event, which was at 
three-quarters of a mile for two ysar-oHs, and 
from the way be won it was *'a so -tme to take 
the money.” The colt broke third, but wasted 
DO time in getting to the front, and after the 
first three-sixteenths btd btsn run, bad the 
others beaten and won pills 1 no by a half 
dozen lengths.

I have not given any thought to the 
matter and can hardly say at present that I will 
go east next year in any official capacity,’ ”
